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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 7/7/08 has been entered. 

2. All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 37 CFR 1.114 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action 
after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
See MPEP § 706.07(b). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 
CFR 1.136(a).

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bhatt et 
al (US 5,566,448). 

Re claim 1 : Bhatt discloses forming a transfer ~ail~,chip on a first substrate (68 on 10), 
the forming of the transfer chip including: forming a ,,uifi~ thin-film line above a--fi~the first 
substrate (16) and a plurality of first pad electrodes (solid dots and 18 at ends of each 16) so as to 
be connected to the „vifi~thin-film line and so as to be included in the transfer chip (62 mounts 
on 10), and joining the transfer chip with a member (20) such that the plurality of first pad 
electrodes contact the member (10 is mounted on 20). 

Re claim 2: Bhatt discloses each of the plurality of first pad electrodes having a plurality 
of first portions, one of the plurality of first portions (solid dots located at outer perimeter of 10) 
being located a greatest distance away from a bottom of the transfer chip, and the greatest 
distance substantially coinciding with the plurality of first pad electrodes (solid dots and 18 at 
ends of each 16). 

Re claim 3: Bhatt discloses forming a second substrate (22) and forming electrical circuit 
wiring (46) above the second substrate and a plurality of second pad electrodes (solid dots and 
polygons located at end of each 46) so as to be connected to the electrical circuit wiring and 
arranged in a transfer target region (the entire surface of 20), the second pad electrodes being 
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respectively associated with the plurality of first pad electrodes provided on the transfer chip (20 
and 10 are joined together). 

Re claim 4: Bhatt discloses adjusting a distance of at least one of the plurality of first 
portions of each of the first pad electrodes from the bottom of the first substrate by adding 
distance adjusting films (66) when forming the transfer chip. 

Re claim 7: Bhatt discloses the plurality of first pad electrodes (solid dots and 18 at ends 
of each 16) having a film structure (38) that is the same as a film structure (38) in regions 
associated with a greatest distance of a plurality of first portions of each of the first pad 
electrodes (solid dots located at outer perimeter of 1 0) from a bottom of the transfer chip. 

Re claim 8: Bhatt discloses the plurality of second pad electrodes (solid dots and 
polygons located at end of each 46) having a film structure (38) that is the same as a film 
structure (38) in regions associated with a greatest distance of a plurality of second portions of 
each of the second pad electrodes (polygons located at perimeter of 22) from a bottom of the 
second substrate. 

Re claim 9: Bhatt discloses connecting one first portion of a plurality of first portions of 
one first pad electrode of the plurality of first pad electrodes to one second portion of a plurality 
of second portions of one second pad electrode of a plurality of second pad electrodes (70s are 
used to make connections in Fig. 7); and 

connecting one first portion of the plurality of first portions of another first pad electrode 
of the plurality of first pad electrodes to one second portion of the plurality of second portions of 
another second pad electrode of the plurality of second pad electrodes (70s are used to make 
connections in Fig. 7),

a distance between a bottom of the transfer chip and a bottom of the second substrate 
through the one first pad electrode and the one second pad electrode coinciding with a distance 
through the another first pad and the another second pad electrode (Fig. 6H shows a distance 
between 48s and 72s coincide). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bhatt et al 
(US 5,566,448) in view of Neugebauer, deceased et al (US 5,384,691). 

Re claim 5: Bhatt discloses each of the plurality of second pad electrodes (solid dots and 
polygons located at end of each 46) having a plurality of second portions (polygons located at 
perimeter of 22), one of the plurality of second portions being located a greatest distance away 
from a bottom of the second substrate (one of the polygons located at one of the corners), the 
greatest distance substantially coinciding with the plurality of second pad electrodes (solid dots 
and polygons located at end of each 46), except for forming the plurality of second pad 
electrodes so as to cover the electrical circuit wiring. 

Neugebauer discloses forming the plurality of second pad electrodes so as to cover the 
electrical circuit wiring (112 cover 114). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Bhatt by forming the plurality of second pad electrodes so as to cover the 
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electrical circuit wiring, as taught by Neugebauer, for the purpose of putting more pad electrodes 
on the substrate to save real estate. 

Re claim 6: Bhatt discloses adjusting a distance of at least one of the plurality of second 
portions of each of the second pad electrodes from the bottom of the second substrate by adding 
distance adjusting films (70) when forming the member. 

7. Claims 10-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bhatt et al 
(US 5,566,448) in view of Kai (US 5,679,493). 

Re claim 10: Bhatt fails to disclose the joining of the transfer chip with the member 
including forming adhesive layers between the first pad electrodes provided on the transfer chip 
and the second pad electrodes provided on the second substrate. 

Kai discloses forming adhesive layers (2) between the first pad electrodes provided on 
the transfer chip (7) and the second pad electrodes provided on the second substrate (8). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Bhatt by forming adhesive layers between the first pad electrodes provided 
on the transfer chip and the second pad electrodes provided on the second substrate, as taught by 
Kai, for the purpose of protecting the electrical connections from environment. 

Re claim 1 1 : Bhatt fails to disclose forming an ablation layer between the first substrate 
and the transfer chip, the ablation layer having a characteristic such that the adhesiveness with 
respect to the transfer chip is weakened due to a change of state in response to application of 
energy. 

Kai discloses forming an ablation layer (2) between the first substrate (8) and the transfer 
chip (7), the ablation layer having a characteristic such that the adhesiveness with respect to the 
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transfer chip is weakened due to a change of state in response to application of energy (the 
application of energy melts 2 to weaken adhesiveness). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Bhatt by forming an ablation layer between the first substrate and the 
transfer chip, the ablation layer having a characteristic such that the adhesiveness with respect to 
the transfer chip is weakened due to a change of state in response to application of energy, as 
taught by Kai, for the purpose of preventing any residue left behind from peeling or sawing. 

Response to Arguments 
8. Applicant's arguments filed 7/7/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Fig. 6H shows 16 are part of the transfer chip 68; therefore, the limitations "forming a 
transfer chip on [the] first substrate" and (2) "forming a thin-film line above the first substrate" 
are met. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a same 
substrate upon which both a transfer chip and thin-film lines are fomred) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geims, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Fig. 7 shows "plurality of first portions (16) being located a greatest vertical distance (a 
gap between 10 and 68) away from a bottom of the transfer chip (68)."
